Sub-Staff : Rs. 170-5-^210-EB-5-225. 

Note : — ^The above scales of pay are all inclusive 
and no dearness allowance or bonus is pay- 
able. The above scales of pay will come 
into force with effect from the 1st Time, 
1968. Rupees means Mauritius Rupees”.
